warning which we believe is well worth your careful consideration. 


T IS ofter very much easier to say “‘Yes’’ than it 

is to mean ‘“‘Yes”’ in answering a question concerning 

the advancement of the interests of a business 

institution. Before there is 

a place for good advertising, 

or very much of it, in the 
promotion plans of any business, every- 
thing else must be right—or the advertis- 
ing won’t prove more than temporarily 
profitable, at most. 

Therefore, the question, ‘Is your busi- 
ness ready for more and better advertis- 
ing,’”’ cannot as readily be answered in the 
affirmative as one might at first be inclined 
to suppose. 

Advertising is the last thing to be done, 
although many seem to think it comes 
first. No concern has a right to do good 
advertising until it is sure the goods and 
service are all they will be advertised to 
be. That may appear to some as too 
“strait-laced”’ an idea. No doubt it will. 
But it is more than that. It is a rule 
which, violated, leads to certain failure. 





ip ENTE years ago when I first began 

to struggle with retail advertising 
problems, the advertising of a _ store’s 
merchandise looked like a very simple 
matter to me—merely a question of finding 
words, after the fashion of Barnum and 
Bailey, that would sound big and promise much. But now 
after several years of experience in building a business of my 
own, followed by many more years in the advisory service of 
others, it is perhaps quite needless to say that this light-headed 
viewpoint of advertising has long since disappeared. 

For twelve years now, I have been in constant, intimate touch 
with the advertising problems of retailers—large and small— 
department stores, general stores, clothing stores and shoe stores, 
in every nook and corner of the United States and Canada, to 
say nothing of some little work for stores in such far-away points 
as New Zealand, Australia and South Africa. And the longer 
I work with these problems, the more imposing they become 
to me. I see in the wonderful efficacy of good advertising a 
giant power so enormous that it charges the man or institution, 
who does it, with a tremendous responsibility. It is a responsi- 
bility to the public, which, if overlooked in the beginning, is

certain to rebound later, to the detriment and even destruction 
of the business. So advertising, having become a mighty power, 
has become—or should I say is becoming—also a tremendous 
responsibility. 

Not all Kiwanrans, of course, are re- 
tailers, but nearly all are assuredly inter- 
ested in advertising of some kind for some 
kind of business. What I shall have to 
say here, while drawn from experience 
with retail advertising, should also have a 
close application to other advertising. I 
shall write of those underlying things upon 
which successful advertising must be 
founded, rather than advertising itself. 


A- GREAT many mercantile establish- 
“ments exist for short periods of time 
on exaggerated advertismg, or advertising 
that the establishment doesn’t deserve. 
But sooner or later all such institutions 
either die out or sell out. A business 
institution simply must be right from 
within before its advertising will ‘“‘pull”’ 
from', without. Few, if any firms, are 
doing anywhere near the amount of 
advertising that could be made to pay if 
the plant warranted it, provided, of course, 
that the advertising was done exceptionally 
well. On the other hand no company does 
its advertising as well as it might be done. 
Moreover, it is very significant that those 
whose advertising most nearly approaches perfection are the 
firms which realize most fully and which admit most frankly 
the imperfections that exist. Those are the ones which are 
constantly striving after higher standards and higher ideals in 
their advertising. 

The other extreme is equally true: those whose advertising is 
poorest and is most unworthy are the businesses which do not 
realize this fact and who honestly believe that their advertising 
is good enough. 

But the dominating, progressive, forward-looking institutions— 
no matter whether they are located in small towns or large cities— 
realize that they can profitably do more advertising in direct 
ratio to the rapidity with which they learn how to do better 
advertising; and that there will be more and better advertising 
than was done this year than last—more done last year than 
the year before, ete. 











HE desire exists for more and better 


advertising. No one deniesthat. But 
the very serious question that every busi- 
ness concern must repeatedly ask of itself 
is, ‘Are we ready for it?” Every time a 
member of your organization asks for 
more and better advertising he should 
immediately be met with the question: 
“Are you ready for it? Are you ready for 
advertising not merely to move goods 
with which you may be ‘stuck,’ but have 
you new goods that the public wants and 
at prices which it wants to pay? Have 
you real news, which the public is hungry 
to hear?”’ In this consideration of more 
and better advertising special attention 
should be given the things which are signi- 
fied in the little word “better.” Store 
managers, merchandise managers, depart- 
ment managers, advertising men—in fact, 
all of those who control the merchandising 
and advertising policies of the house— 
must come to realize as never before that 
advertising is not merely a vehicle with 
which to move goods. It is not merely 
& good angel to save the skins of buyers, 
department managers or merchandise man- 
agers, who have over-bought or who have 
merchandised incorrectly. It is not a 
“sewer” to carry off the refuse of the 
business; the odd lines and broken ends, 
which have no news value, not very 
much more merchandise value and cer- 
tainly no prestige-building value for the 
company. 

In place of some of the 
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them. Today’s situation, it seems to me, 
spells OPPORTUNITY as never before. 
For nearly two years we’ve been on a 
declining market. Fortunately the de- 
cline was very severe. I say “fortunately” 
because its very severity has brought us 
to the bottom ready to start up again in 
about half the time heretofore required 
for deflating, in like periods. THE 
BOTTOM OF A PERIOD OF DE- 
PRESSION IS THE MOST HOPEFUL 
POINT, OFFERING THE GREATEST 
POTENTIAL POSSIBILITIES OF ANY 
POINT IN THE ENTIRE BUSINESS 
CYCLE; for once the bottom of a de- 
pression is reached, both the immediate 
and distant prospect are most hopeful and 
promising. 


IGHT now, then, retailing on the 
North American continent is in the 
most promising condition that it has been 
in years—with all the discouraging and 
difficult features behind—nothing but op- 
portunity and promise ahead. Forward- 
looking, clear-visioned merchants of today, 
who see at once the opportunities of this 
hour for improving their organizations, 
their systems, their policies and their 
methods from within, in preparation for 
the great era ahead, will be the great 
merchants of the future. For truly this 
is an epochal turning-point. Time will 
surely tell this truth. 
Some of the best known merchandising 






and the information based on the experi- 
ence of many failures as well as successes 
is available to those who will really seek it. 

We all know that enormous sums of 
money are wasted in advertising every 
year; that it is only because in this period 
of the world’s progress that advertising, 
regardless of how far short it may fall of 
what it might be, still has tremendous 
pulling power; that the managements of 
retail stores throughout the country have 
not before this been brought face to face 
with the enormous wastes in their adver- 
tising departments today, for the success- 
ful methods of yesterday are never quite 
adequate for tomorrow; and that adver- 
tisers during the next period will be com- 
pelled to consider more seriously the wastes 
in their advertising. expense. (Indeed, 
those with whom I work are already work- 
ing on this problem.) 

Too many business institutions are run 
today under the same organization plan 
and according to the same methods by 
which they were conducted long ago. So 
far as department stores are concerned, | 
feel safe in predicting that the next decade 
will see many decided changes in the plan 
of organization and their methods of doing 
business; that those store owners who do 
not heed the handwriting on the wall will 
suffer a severe decline in business and 
eventually be wiped out. This has always 
been the case eventually with those insti- 
tutions which failed not only to keep up 

with the times, but to

influence for building impressions, good- 
will and prestige for the organization; 
that it is a medium for constantly, aceu- 
rately and interestingly acquainting the 
public with the actual news from the 
house—of telling its public about the things 
which tt wants to know. 


Te IS problem of more and better adver- 

tising and of being ready for it is one 
of the most important parts in the ground- 
work, which progressive institutions are 
now laying for the prosperous times ahead. 
We all believe that the next period of pros- 
perity is steadily approaching and that 
distinctive evidence of it will be at hand 
this coming year. On the other hand, the 
year of 1921 has afforded tremendous 
opportunities, but it has imposed tre- 
mendous responsibilities on those merean- 
tile institutions which hope, and may 
reasonably expect, to survive from year to 
year and from decade to decade. It has 
afforded the opportunity and imposed the 
responsibility not only for economic read- 
justments and for deflation, but also pre- 
sented the opportunity and the responsi- 
bility for ethical readjustments of far- 
reaching significance. 

Not all of those opportunities, of course, 
have been grasped; not all of those responsi- 
bilities have been met, but 1922 presents 
them all over again to the business man- 
agers who are far-sighted enough to see 
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and advertising men in North America 
share the belief that we are now entering 
“The New Era in Merchandising.” I 
believe that this new era is going to mark 
the disappearance of a great many anti- 
quated, slip-shod and sometimes down- 
right questionable methods and policies— 
methods and policies which are ‘hang 
overs” from the days of barter and trade 
when the universal concept of business was 
“caveat emptor.”’ (Let the buyer beware. 

I feel that there is a way to sell 
more goods per dollar of sales cost, 
thus reducing costs of doing business. 
That way is any way that retains the best 
salespeople; constantly trains them to sell 
more effectively and eternally spurs them 
on to accomplish their utmost. Carefully 
worked and proven methods for accom- 
plishing these results are, of course, avail- 
able to all of us. 








N MY opinion, the most successful ad- 

vertisers of the future, as of the past, 
will be the ones who constantly keep their 
eyes on the far-away future, never losing 
sight of the primary purpose of advertising: 
to create good will. This means: make 
people think more favorably of the insti- 
tution. The advertiser must be keen 
enough to instantly sense an opportunity 
that justifies an extraordinary quantity of 
advertising. If the question arises as to 
“How much should be appropriated for 
advertising?” that too has been answered

matter.) 


ATOW is the most advantageous time we 
LN will have in many years for business 
owners to make a careful appraisement of 
their man power. Without further loss of 
time, we should make a search for places 
where new blood on the job will produce 
bigger and better results. One would be 
quite safe in saying that there is probably 
no concern wherein one or more changes 
in executives could not be made with 
decided benefits. Now is the time to 
locate the weak spots in your organization 
and to strengthen them. 

I am firmly convinced that few firms 
realize how tremendously important a 
place modern statistical and charting 
methods should have in their plans for 
the new merchandising era ahead of us. 
The business management, which fails 
to utilize the latest and best methods of 
graphically picturing the information on 
which the business is guided, is comparable 
to a pilot without a chart of the sea in 
which he is attempting to sail. By all 
means, get information on this subject. 
Right along this line, let me say that I 
think the majority of newspaper advertis- 
ing done by retail stores is fundamentally 
wrong. You who read this may think 
that an exaggerated statement. It is not,

Following right along this line, the fotlow- 
ing recommendations in part were made 
and endorsed by the Cleveland Convention 
toward a more thorough understanding 
of the duties and purposes of this Commit- 
tee, throughout the organization—and a 
greater efficiency in carrying out the most 
important phase of Kiwanis work, which 
comes under the Business Methods Com- 
mittee: 


That in view of the 
very vital and tremend-

contains within itself, 
in respect to this prob- 
lem. It is absolutely essential that we 
focus the endeavours of our 55,000 mem- 
bers toward a readjustment of business 
conditions by an intelligent application of 
our power for good through a definite and 
complete programme which shall include 
a study of, and addressea on, business 
standards, methods and conditions. 


T IS now recommended that a compre. 

hensive program as outlined shall go 
into effect throughout the entire Krwanis 
organization so that concerted action will 
bring into play the force of our 55,000 
business and professional men toward a 
speedy readjustment of business condi- 
tions. 

We, as a body of business men, are lax 
in our duty, if we ignore the power for good 
within our organization. Let us create 
a Kiwanis Standard in Business—a K1- 
WANIS Optimism in Business—a KIwANIs 
Effort toward a Readjustment of Business 
backed by all the energy and force of our 
55,000 members and the co-operation of 
each and every K1waniAan and his business 
organization throughout Canada and the 
United States. 

The time and need is NOW—and it is 
up to us as a powerful international or- 
ganization of business and professional 
men—it is up to us as K1IwaNIANs.

HE SUBJECTS include an analysis and 

study of the fundamental elements of 
business as they apply to present condi- 
tions. It is left to each local committee 
on Business Standards and Methods to 
see that the respective subjects are handled 
by the same optimistic men most able to 
deal with them, and that two meetings a 
month are given to the program outlined 
commencing November first. The full 
value of this Ktwanis endeavor to assist in 
a quick return to normal business condi- 
tions, lies in a coneerted carrying out of 
the program throughout our entire mem- 
bership of 57,000 business and professional 
men. 

It is recommended that the subjects

The strength and permanence of the 
KIWANIS movement cannot be measured 
by the number of Kiwanis

An Educational Revival. 

An educational revival isn’t going 
to ‘‘just happen’’—it must be carefully 
planned and carefully executed. While 
some Kiwanis members may become 
real KIwANIANS by simply attending 
KIwaNis meetings, taking part in club 


talks by local Kiwantans—one each 
Kiwanis meeting day for a series of 
weeks. Have a different phase each 
week. 

3. Arrange for a regular initiation 
meeting when members are received 
into the club. Have some one make 
a little talk to the new members about 
Kiwanis before presenting them with 
their Kiwanis button. The standard 
pamphlets containing suggested talks for 
such occasions may be secured at Head- 
quarters for the asking and will prove 
very helpful.

Our Greatest Problem. 


The cream of the business executives 
in every community where Kiwanis 
exists, make up the membership of the 
Kiwanis Cius. That standard of quality 
in membership is essential but quality 
is not enough. These quality men must 
have a keen appreciation of the funda- 
mental ideals, aims and purposes of Kr- 
WANIS. They must catch the Kiwanis 
spirit. 

Appreciation of Krirwanis ideals and 
purposes comes only as the result of 
growth. It is futile to expect each mem- 
ber of a new club or each new member 
of an old club, to catch the Kiwanis 
spirit immediately, but catch he must 
if he is to become a real KIwANIAN. 


The education of our present member- 





activities and by reading the Kiwanis 
MaGazinE and Kiwanis literature, the 
average man must have his attention 
specifically called to Krwanis_ ideals, 
aims and purposes by the spoken word, 
if he is to enter into the real K1waniIANn 
class. 


Nothing could¥do more to advance 
the interests of our great organization 
than to have a great educational campaign 
prosecuted in every Krwanis CLUB at 
the same time. Let us make ‘Every 
Kiwanis Member, a Real K1wantAn”’ 
our slogan for 1922! Then let us take 
the necessary steps to realize the objective 
indicated by the slogan. 


The Local Program. 


Under the leadership of the local com- 
mittee on education, each local club 
should immediately undertake the follow- 
ing program: 


1. Set aside one meeting each month 
to be entirely given over to Kiwanis. 
The speaker selected should be able to 
effectively present some aspect of Kr- 
WANIS. Some “member or members of 
the local club will be found who can make 
a good Kiwanis talk. Exchange speakers 
with nearby Kiwanis Cuiuss and have 
District officers so place their visits as 
to be present and speak on one of these 
KIwaANIs days. 


2. Arrange a series of five minute

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Pertinent Projects and Problems 


IWANIS has accomplished much by the very nature 
of its organization to promote even a better under- 
standing and finer relationship between Canada 

and the United States. This good work will also con- 
tinue so long as Krwanis lives. But it is also fitting that 
our organization, which so happily and successfully unites 
the men of these two neighboring countries, should adopt 
some plan for giving special emphasis to this most desir- 
able object, such as that of the “United States and 
Canadian Days.” 


“United States and Canadian Days’”’ 


The plan provides for the observance, during a given 
period, of a “‘Canadian Day” 
by the clubs in the United 


A bulletin is being sent out to the clubs, which will 
carry with it. copies of some of the correspondence, the 
President’s note to the Senate on April 6, 1818, laying 
before the body the correspondence and final plans, 
and the proclamation of the President in regard to the 
completed agreement upon this important matter under 
date of April 28, 1818. 

The date has been fixed early so that all clubs may have 
ample time for making adequate plans for the observance 
of these important days. 


Annual Elections 


The month of December brings with it the responsibility 
for each Krwanis CLUB to

In an organ- 
ization where the life and 
service is as intense as it is 
in our Krwanis Cuiuss there 
are even more than the ordi- 
nary reasons for the utmost 
care in+ the selection of the 
officers. A man’s own posi- 
tion of leadership in the com- 
munity must be given con- 
sideration as well as his per- 
sonality, experience and abil- 
ity to rally the individua 
club members to fulfill their 
duties and give the largest 
expression of service. The

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Day” and in the United

The week of April 2nd to 8th is the period officially 
fixed as that during which the “Canadian and United 
States Days’’ shall be observed by all Kiwanis CLuBs 
in accordance with the resolution. This period was 
selected because it was in April, 1818, that the negotiations 
between Great Britain and the United States were finally 
completed in the Rush-Bagot arrangement for restricted 
armament upon the Great Lakes. This plan really 
accomplished a practical disarmament, which condition 
itself typifies the fine relationship between the countries 
down through the succeeding years. 

The correspondence between the two countries breathes 
a fine spirit of desire for friendly relationship and, there- 
fore, it seems peculiarly fitting to use this date in setting 
the period for the observance of our “United States and 
Canadian Days,’’ the purpose of which is to bring about 
even happier relations between Canadians and the people 
of the United States.

to honor the men so much as 
to provide adequate leader- 
ship for the club. Blanks will be sent out to the indi- 
vidual clubs upon which will be certified the names of 
the newly elected officers and directors to International 
Headquarters. 
Duties of Trustees 

The duties of the Trustee elected by the individual 
club seems to be the least understood. It would be well 
for our clubs fully to acquaint their members with the 
duties of this office before a choice is made, so that the 
best and strongest Krwanian may be elected for this 
important responsibility. The Trustee elected by each 
club is thereby made a member of the Board of Trustees 
for the district and thus shares with the District Officers 
thé responsibilities for the conduct of district affairs. 
Such a Board of Trustees might be chosen by the District 
Convention but it has been planned rather that each 
club should elect one member of this Board as a means 
of identifying the club with the district affairs and further 
as a means of having information concerning district 
affairs brought back promptly and intelligently to the 




















club. The retiring President is sometimes chosen as 
Trustee because of his large knowledge of Kiwanis. 
In any case the Trustee should be a man thoroughly 
acquainted with Kiwanis matters, preferably one who 
has served in some office. 


Club Budgets 


The budget method of finance is so thoroughly approved 
that it is hardly necessary to do more than call the atten- 
tion of our clubs to the advisability of conducting their 
finances on the budget basis. This is the plan of most 
districts and of International Kiwanis. Surely the local 
clubs should not overlook the values of this method. A 
definite financial plan as worked out in a club budget 
will make for general efficiency in all business and finan- 
cial matters and will more than repay the attention 
necessary to work out such a plan. It is to be hoped that 
our clubs will not delay the adoption of what they surely 
will ultimately use, namely, a budget system of finances. 


Sharing Experience 


Too much emphasis cannot be given to the desirability 
that all clubs cooperate with International Headquarters 
by forwarding weekly notices, copies of all literature, 
pieces of publicity, and special reports on the larger and 
more significant pieces of service. If each club will make 
this a part of its program, it may have the satisfaction of 
knowing that it is contributing constantly to the develop- 
ment and growth of other clubs by sharing its experience 
through the medium of our International Headquarters. 


Department of Publicity and Education 


This recently established department is the means 
by which our International Headquarters sorts and 
digests the vast amount of material which is received 
from the many clubs. In view of the efficient operation 
of this department, we can assure our clubs that material 
sent in will be thoroughly considered and used to the 
maximum in helping other clubs and assisting the general 
KIwaNIis cause. The vast amount of this material makes 
it impossible, of course, for us to pass on every club 
experience to others, or to publish in the magazine every 
worthy service performed. We can assure our club 
officials, however, that the material sent in is thoroughly 
considered and assimilated for the most practical use 
according to our developing experience. 


Testing Speakers 


A few instances have come to our attention where it 
would appear that speakers have been secured for our 
clubs who give reasonably effective addresses, but later 
seek to misuse this relation to the clubs to secure the sale 
of material, the collection of contributions, the list of mem- 
bers and so forth. We believe it to be increasingly advis- 
able that our clubs make certain their speakers are not 
thus to misuse their welcome on the program of their 
meetings and to make certain that those who are per- 
mitted to address our clubs are worthy of the opportunity 
and honor. Information in regard to such speakers or the 
institutions they represent, may be easily secured from 
the other clubs in a given district or from our International 
Headquarters. 

Misuse of Membership Lists 


The growth in the membership represented in our clubs 
is leading to an increasing number of attempts to secure 
the membership lists for use along business lines that are 
not considered in strict keeping with our Kiwanis ideals. 
The officials of the local club should be increasingly con- 
servative in regard to the furnishing of membership 
lists to individuals or organizations and care needs to 
be exercised in the matter of furnishing membership lists 
to those representing themselves as members of KrwAnis 
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Cuuss. We believe it desirable that membership lists 
shall not be furnished even to individual KrwaNrIAns 
but rather only in an official manner to the Secretary of a 
given club. One encouraging aspect of this problem is 
that so many clubs are reporting promptly to Interna- 
tional Headquarters whenever approached for their mem- 
bership list in any manner that seems to indicate a mis- 
use of the same. 


Honorary Membership 


It would seem that some clubs have too generally 
granted honorary membership. In view of the very 
definite basis of membership in Kiwanis Cus, it seems 
most advisable that honorary membership be granted 
only in very exceptional cases. If too freely bestowed, 
it means little to the individual or to the community. 
It is also inadvisable to elect women to honorary member- 
ship for obvious reasons. Only the past week a severe 
criticism has come to Headquarters on the part of an 
individual who during the war days was elected an 
honorary life member of a club and now finds in another 
city not the welcome that seems to be in keeping with 
what the individual thought was granted to him; namely, 
honorary life membership in all Kiwanis Ciuss. Each 
club must, of course, determine its policy in this matter 
for itself but conservatism is surely advisable. 


‘‘On the Way to Better Business’’ 


Let’s put 55,000 shoulders to the wheel of better busi- 
ness by co-operating with the exceptional program which 
has been developed by our International Committee on 
Business Standards and Methods. This committee has 
had the advice of leaders in business and industry and 
also men who are eminent students in economics. The 
program has been arranged in excellent form and placed 
in the hands of our clubs. It is now hoped that the 
clubs will carry through. Certainly the times make this 
program a very practical one and we believe that K1wan- 
IANS can do much to assist the United States and Canada 
“On the way to Better Business.”’ 


‘‘On-to-Toronto”’ 


Plans are continually being pushed for the arrange- 
ment of what is to be the “‘greatest ever’? INTERNATIONAL 
Kiwanis CONVENTION at Toronto, June 20th, 21st and 
22nd. The Toronto Committee is busily engaged in 
perfecting its plans, the International Committee on 
Program has commenced its work, and now that the 
District Conventions are of the past, the staff at Interna- 
tional Headquarters will begin to fix their attention upon 
maturing plans for this great event. Let each club 
early arrange for an “QOn-to-Toronto’”? Committee to 
plan and boost for a big delegation. 


Beware of Impostors 


Kiwanis has even begun to look good to some confi- 
dence men. Reports have come to us of some cases where 
individuals have sought to secure sums of money on the 
basis of supposed Kiwanis membership or close relation- 
ship to other Krwanians or Krwanis Ciuss. It would 
seem hardly necessary to warn Krwanis CLuBs against 
such evident impostors. Be certain to check up care- 
fully concerning the reliability of those asking financial 
assistance for however urgent or worthy a cause. A 
telegram will prove an excellent means for a quick check- 
up. Anyone presenting a case of real need will-not object 
to courteous and yet thorough investigation.

the gift of a 66 acre tract, including beautiful woods 
on the bank of an attractive stream for the use of 
the Boy Scouts. The club built a log cabin at a cost of 
over $3,000, exclusive of the architect’s and contractor’s 
services, donated by club members and the raising of the 
logs which was done by the members in an all-day bee. 
The cabin is proclaimed by the National Boy Scout 
Council as the best they know of. The entire property, 
known as Camp Kiwanis, has a value of about $15,000.

“‘Gus’’ Goodrich Is Dead 


Y TELEGRAPH, by telephone, by mail and by 

B word of mouth the sentence which titles this story 

ran over the Capital District of Kiwanis Thursday 

the 17th of November causing sad hearts, dim eyes and 
throats which were husky with love for the man. 


Alfred W. Goodrich was the first president of the 
Baltimore Club and the first District Governor of the 
Capital District. Into the formation of the club and the 
organization of the District he put all the love he had for 
Kiwanis and this was the love of his life. 


No more seriously interested man has ever worn a 
“K” button than “Gus,” as he was lovingly known by 
Kiwanians everywhere. In Kiwanis he saw an oppor- 
tunity for service which appealed to all the bigness of 
his nature. 


The funeral was in Baltimore on Friday the 18th. His 
remains were followed to the grave by International 
President Harry Karr, District Governor Boobar, Dis- 
trict Secretary Kimball, the presidents of the Baltimore 
and Washington clubs and several hundred Kiwanians 
from the District. 


Taken in the prime of life, leaving a wife and two fine 
kiddies, ‘‘Gus” will leave a gap in Kiwanis which will 
long remain unfilled. He was a man loved by every one 
and a Kiwanian in the very highest and finest sense of 
that word. The life he lived is the best obituary which 
could be written of him. He has gone to the reward re- 
served for the faithful. 











The Late Albert C. Goodrich, Baltimore, Md. 
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California Builds 


With the advent of the new year, many 
of our Kiwanis districts are making more 
rapid strides in extension work, than they 
ever have heretofore. 

The California District among others is 
to be especially commended for the splen- 
did start which has been made on the 
Extension program for the ensuing year. 
The California District is one of our largest 
distriets, geographically, yet one of our 
newest and consequently undeveloped 
districts. 

There were six clubs built in the Califor- 
nia District in 1920, and six in 1921. 
They now have a total of twelve clubs in 
the district, and have outlined a compre- 
hensive extension schedule, which contem- 
plates the building of a large number of 
new clubs this year, having definitely 
assigned thirty-four prospective cities to 
be built under the direction of the present 
district administration. They are so 
determined to carry their Extension 
program through, that they have made a 
formal request to the Extension Depart- 
ment of International, for the assignment 
of a special Field Representative for their 
district. 

Distance Minimized 

Of course, the great distances which 
prevail in that territory tend to militate, 
in some instances, against the best work 
of the sponsoring plan, as it is used in 
such densely populated territories as com- 
prise the Indiana and Ohio Districts; 
however, this does not preclude the 
possibility of the work which the Spon- 
soring Committees may do. In many 
instances where the distances are great 
it has been found practical for the com- 
mittee to ask the various members of the 
club to write personal letters to any man 
whom they know personally, or have 
business relations with, in the cities where 
a club is contemplated. 

The International office is sending its 
Sponsoring Bulletin Service to practically 
every member of these various California 
Sponsoring Committees, so that they may 
be thoroughly informed as to the details 
of the sponsoring plan. At the suggestion 
of the Sponsoring Committee, we are glad 
to send the Kiwanis MaGa?7Ine to any 
individuals recommended. The Kiwanis 


MaGazinE has been found to be one of 
the best mediums we have for giving the 
prospective member a comprehensive idea 
of the Kiw,nis organization, and _ its 
various rami cations. 

The success of the Ktwanis movement 
in any district is largely dependent upon 
the constructive work which the clubs of 
that district do. We find that the influence 
of new clubs in a district make for a greater 
spirit of céoperation anda truer under- 
standing of what Kiwanis is. There is 
no greater service which a KIwANIAN can 
render, than to give to other communities 
the privilege of a Kiwanis CuLus.

A short time ago I met a man in a cer- 
tain city. ‘‘How is Krwants?’’ I inquired. 
“T don’t know. Haven’t been with them 
for some time.”’ 

Then he told me he was no longer a 
member. Said he could no longer stand 
the pressure. Money and special assess- 
ments came too often. He could not 
afford his Kiwanis membership. This man 
was a charter member of the club and had 
been faithful for three years. In another 
city a man, who is a fine character, said 
“We are going to ‘pot’ on the show busi- 
ness. We put on a benefit show every 
little while. At such times the club votes 
to send out so many tickets. As a rule 
each member gets twenty-five tickets at 
$2.00 each and then we get a bill for 
$50.00. Then we can sell them or throw 
them in the waste basket or give them 
away. The main thing is the fifty dollar 
check.”’ 

In Krwanis we tell the prospective mem- 
ber that we would rather have his time 
and his service than his money. We tell 
him that ten men who will go out and 
work a half day on a worthy proposition 
are worth more than one man who writes

a hundred dollar check. The highest ideal 
of Kiwanis, as I understand it, is to train 
a man to be more useful rather than to 
pry open his pocket-book. I think this 
matter of nagging members for money 
every time they meet is the most destruc- 
tive thing that Kiwanis can practice. 

There are many other examples that | 
might offer to prove the need of getting 
back to first principals in Krwanis, but I 
will not set them down. I merely wish in 
this connection to introduce the subject. 
Now is the time for Kiwanis to ground it- 
self firmly, because of our rapid growth. 
It is possible that Kiwanis, as some of us 
know it, may grow away from us as it takes 
on larger aspects. It is my opinion that 
the District Convention is the only 
logical place where our clubs can be 
reminded to advantage. 
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Established Clubs 
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Do You Know’'Kiwanis? 

As you know Kiwanis, so will you 
express it. The ideals of Kiwanis are of 
the highest and to be a live Krwanian 
calls for a constant translation of these 
ideals into action. But if you do not 
know Kiwanis, if you do not know its 
language, your expression of it will miss 
the mark. That you may not lag behind 
because of ignorance, International has 
provided for you an interpretation of 
KIwWANIAN ideals in the form of the fol- 
lowing pamphlets: 


The Value of K1wanis; 

Typical Kiwanis Service; 

Kiwanis Code of Business Ethics; 
I Am a Dub; 

A Kiwanis Prayer; 

A KiwanIian and His Work; 
KIWANIS. 


Why not insure a working knowledge 
of Kiwanis on the part of your club 
members by placing one of these pamphlets 
at the plate of each member at the next 
luncheon? Then, to clinch the individual 
reading of it, devise a plan to arouse 
interest in it. Or, if you will, follow the 
plan of the Secretary of the Jackson, Miss., 
club who wrote as follows to his club 
members: 
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“Dear Kiwantan: I am enclosing a 
little booklet entitled, ‘A Kiwanran and 
His Work.’ Will you please read it before 
putting it aside, as it is the wish of the 
officers of the club that each member 
become thoroughly acquainted with the 
principles of Kiwanitanism. Looking to 
this end, each week I will send you some- 
thing worthwhile to read on the subject, 
‘What is Krwants?’ Read the pamphlet 
each week sent with your notice.” 

The idea conveyed in this letter cannot 
be too strongly stressed—the education 
of the individual member—the correct 
interpretation of Kiwanis. This is the 
only foundation on which all Kiwanis 
activities culminate successfully.

Publicity 


This month the District Governors are 
submitting the names of the District 
Publicity Chairmen to International Head- 
quarters and the District Publicity Chair- 
men are collecting the names of the local 
club Publicity Chairmen. As this plan is 
carried out the first step in our publicity 
policy is being evolved. 

The next step is to assimilate suggestions 
for publicity in the local clubs. It is our 
aim to gather the publicity methods em- 
ployed in the local units together with 
fundamental points from leading publicity 
men in the country. This is to be com- 
piled into a set of suggestions to the local 
club Publicity Committee. The material 
gathered in this manner may be of intrinsic 
value to each club and we hope that all 
clubs, which have plans in operation or 
suggestions for publicity, will direct such 
data to the Department of Publicity and 
Education at International Headquarters. 

During the last month every club has 
received two new pamphlets containing 
suggestions to the Entertainment and to 
the Attendance Committees. The material 
represents the active co-operation of two 
hundred of our clubs, which are regularly 
sending in copies of their luncheon notices. 
If you should find these suggestions of 
help to you, just think how much better 
they could be made with the concerted 
efforts of 600 clubs. 

This month each Secretary will receive 
a number of samples of luncheon notices 
from other clubs. The purpose is to help 
the local Club Secretary with his weekly 
task. Every week the luncheon notices at 
International Headquarters are searched 
for suggestions and later filed according 
to districts. At the end of the month, the 
notices from one distgict are sent to another 
district which insures diversity and gives 
the local Secretaries an opportunity to get 
suggestions from their fellow Secretaries. 
Our clubs will benefit by these sample

Conventions 
! ASAT 

The 1921 District Conventions have 
come and gone. We might ask ourselves 
this question: “What did they accom- 
plish?” In order to answer this, one must 
have followed these conventions through 
and have made a close analysis of the 
programs and attending personnel. How- 
ever, from the programs and reports re- 
ceived from the twenty-seven conventions 
held, we at once say, generally speaking, 
“Much good has been accomplished through 
the associations, which any meeting of 
business men must necessarily bring 
about.” Especially is this true from the 
standpoint of interest shown by the dele- 
gates and visitors seeking information, one 
from the other, throughout the business 
sessions. 

Many members have stated to the 
official representatives, ‘I know more 
about Kiwanis now than I ever did before. 
I have a new realization of my personal 
responsibility to my club and of its op- 
portunity for activity and influence in my 
community.”” We believe this expresses 
the real spirit that permeated our con- 
ventions and we shall, no doubt, notice a 
marked improvement in club and District 
activities during the year. 

When the 1922 conventions come 
around, these impressions, reflected from 
our 1921 conventions, will create mate- 
rially increased enthusiasm and a larger 
attendance on the part of many absentees 
who now realize what they have missed. 

The entertainments at the conventions 
were very enjoyable and in some cases 
unique. We feel, however, that some 
provided too many and too elaborate 
entertainments. This matter should be 
guarded against, so as not to permit any 
diversional feature to detract from the 
business sessions. 


LifeMemberships 


It is an open question whether a Kiwanis 
CuiuB may legally issue a life membership 
to an active member. 

It is the policy of most organiz vtions to 
frown on life memberships these days. 
Life memberships are the source of many 
dissensions. 

When life memberships in organizations 
are sold they are sold on the basis of a 
sum which at interest will bring in annually 
as much as the dues which are charged. 
Many organizations have found it neces- 
sary to increase their dues in the last 
decade. When a club or organization 
which was charging three dollars a year 
dues, sold a life membership for fifty 
dollars and then later had to raise its dues 
to five or ten, a grave injustice is done to 
all those who did not have life member- 
ships. 

This is only scratching the surface of the 
numerous objections to life memberships 
in general. Kiwanis is new. It is pro- 
gressing. It has few clubs that have not 
raised their dues. It would be most un- 
fortunate if the life membership fallacy 
ever obtained a deep hold on the organi- 
zation.—R. F,

Dear Magazine: 


The first of August the International 
office called in all of the Field Repre- 
sentatives and held a three days’ confer- 
ence in Chicago at an enormous cost. It 
was thought that Field Representatives 
would carry back with them to the various 
districts much valuable information relat- 
ing to extension work and the sponsor plan 
in particular. It is a fact that the Field 
Representatives did go away stored with 
much information bearing upon these sub- 
jects. I think, unless my memory is fault- 
ty, the International office notified each 
District Governor that the Field Repre- 
sentatives were prepared to pass this 
information on to the districts. 

I know of a Field Representative who at- 
tended all of the sessions of a District 
convention and was not recognized a single 
time by the presiding officer. Nearly 
fifty per cent of the clubs in this dis- 
trict were the direct result of the Field 
Representative’s effort, but there was no 
place on the program for him to even men- 
tion his work. And worst of all he was de- 
prived of a fine opportunity to outline ex- 
tension and sponsor work for the coming 
year. Indirectly the money of this district 
had been used to send this Field Represen- 
tative to Chicago to attend the Field Re- 
presentatives’ conference. Without doubt 
it is a fact that the District Governor did 
not intend to offer any slight. He just 
failed to realize the importance of the 
service the International office was offer- 
ing his district. It will require dozens of 
letters and weeks of time to accomplish 
as much in that district, relating to exten- 
sion work, as the Field Representative 
could have accomplished from the conven- 
tion platform in fifteen minutes. 

This same Field Representative traveled 
two days and two nights to reach another 
District convention in time to outline ex- 
tension work and the sponsor plan. He was 
promised a place on the program but, being 
crowded out, finally was invited to outline 
the plan at the closing luncheon. The 
principal feature of this luncheon was 
entertainment with both men and women 
present. The Field Representative was 
requested to make his speech short, which 
he did, and practically nothing was accom- 
plished toward getting a practical message 
to the convention. wy Ms 
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Never Old 


One of the chief characteristics of Krwants is that men 
never grow accustomed to it. They never get to the 
place where they take Krwanjs for granted or its activities 
as a matter of course. 

One rarely gets into a conversation with a group of 
KrwANIANSs that some one does not wonder at the magic 
hold Krwanis takes on the lives and hearts of men. 

Men who belong to other organizations marvel at the 
life of its meetings, at the strength of its purposes and 
at the fact that its members never tire of it. 

Aside from the progress of civilization, which makes 
men think more of the other fellow this year than last, 
work harder to make life more worthwhile today than 
yesterday, the root of the magic of Krwanis lies in an 
odd place. It is the strict enforcement of the attendance 
rule. 

It’s a mad, mad world, my masters. The exigencies of 
business life, the multiplications of organizations to join, 
multitudinous demands on every one’s time make the 
average man a carrier of cards of membership and a 
payer of dues rather than an attender of meetings. Empty 
the pockets of the average citizen and you will find from 
two to a dozen cards of membership in organizations, 
whose portals he never enters. Many organizations are 
willing to take dues and let it go at that; hence, many 
men are willing to pay them to feel their duty done. 

The ‘‘three times and out’ rule of Krwanis impresses 
the necessity of attendance and, of course, to come is 
all that is needed to develop Kiwanis enthusiasm. To 
fine a member for non-attendance will not answer, to 
criticize him will not answer, to appeal to him in a letter 
will not answer. All these things have been tried on him 
by other organizations. 

But to say to him, “If you do not care enough about 
the Club to attend its meetings we do not want you or 
your money but will get a more appreciative man in 
your place,” is a spur which keeps him always present; 
and presence means enthusiasm.

The Golden Age 

Primitive man swam the river at night, caught a 
young girl out of sight: of her camp-fire, knocked her on 
the head and swam home with his wife to establish a 
family. Single-handed, he defended his wife and little 
ones against the world. 

The next step upward was when several such families 
formed a tribe, which, by force of numbers, could defend 
itself against the invasion of other tribes and, by organ- 
izing the hunt, bring down the mammoth and even larger 
beasts by united effort. 

Later these tribes formed a larger organization and 





became a nation, speaking the same tongue and ready 
to defend its hunting territory and its people from the 
encroachments of other nations. 

Thus began civilization. The last decade of that 
civilization brought with it large material prosperity 
to many. Each of us under that civilization was going 
his own way, working out his own destiny and traveling 
towards a personal and selfish prosperity. 

So long had we been at peace, so long had we been satis- 
fied to “let George do it,”’ so long had we worked for our 
own interest that we had become a selfish world. 

One of its oddest by- 
products was a re-arousing of the old tribal instinct, a 
realization of the necessity of mutual help or coéperation, 
of patriotism, of civic pride, those good old-fashioned 
virtues so characteristic of the founder of Canada and the 
United States. 

This in turn made men give thought to the other fellow. 
One of war’s reactions has thus been to turn this into the 
golden age of fraternalism. 

A survey of the activities of all the great fraternal 
organizations: Masonry, Knights of Columbus, Odi 
Fellows, Elks, Woodmen, Redmen, show a host of postu- 
lants knocking at their doors. Never in the history of 
the fraternal world has been such a revival of interest. 

The world is turning anew to the ‘other fellow’? move- 
ment. The world has learned from the war the lesson 
of mutual help. 

Krwanis has been helped by this wave of fraternal 
feeling. A part of Krwants success is due to this world 
movement back to the old tribal instinct. 

Every big wave which sweeps over our civilization 
creates a back-wash. In this case it is the danger of 
over-popularity: The danger that we share with all other 
organizations, that we may take in members faster than 
we can assimilate them, that we may get indigestion 
from over-eating. 

Kiwanis’ best safeguard against too great popularity 
is a rigid inspection of every applicant for membership 
in a Krwants Crus. If we follow strictly the oft-re- 
peated policy of International as voiced by International 
President Karr “Quality membership not quantity 
membership”’ all will be well. 

No man can add prestige to Kiwanis or honor it by 
becoming a member. Krtwanis adds prestige to the 
members; honor comes to him who is accepted in a 
Krwanis Cius. Let us hold high our membership 
standards and we need have no fear of the inevitable 
back-wash from our present great wave of prosperity.

District Conventions 


A survey of the various District Conventions show 
them more successful this year than ever before. The 
District machine is in almost every instance “broken in.” 
The friction, the lost motion, the squeaks and the knocks 
incident to the first operation of all new machinery have 
disappeared; the gears of local clubs now mesh as per- 
fectly with the district machine as it in turn does with 
International. 

But a few points are worth considering when the results 
of a careful examination of the recent District Conven- 
tions are tabulated. 

One is a more careful consideration of the day of the 
month on which these conventions are held. Attendance 
has been materially cut down where conventions have 
been held on or near the first day of the month. 

What wash-day is to the housewife, the first of the 
month is to the business man. Bills must be made and 
paid, accounts settled and collected and because of these 
necessities many a good Kiwantan who would like to 
attend his District Convention is unable to do so. 

There is a general tendency to get away from the high- 
salaried District Secretary. It seems to be the idea that 
this position should be an honorary one rather than a 
position for profit, and in several cases the wage has 
been reduced to the mere stenographic expenses of the 
office. 

Two and three day conventions are growing less popular. 
These conventions are too late in the autumn to be con- 
sidered an outing. We predict that next fall there will 
be many more one-day conventions which are strictly 
business meetings and many less conventions with enter- 
tainment features highly developed. 

Each city which entertains a District Convention takes 
pride in doing a bit more in the way of entertainment 
than did the host the year previous. This natural rivalry 
tends to add to the expense of entertainment year by year 
until at last only the wealthy clubs care to have a District 
Convention. 

The best interest of Krwants requires that our elaborate 
entertainment features be curtailed and the occasion 
made as nearly a business meeting as possible. Thousands 
of dollars have been spent gladly by clubs entertaining 
District Conventions this year. Would not the same 
money spent in local charity or civic work redound more 
to the credit of Krwanis as well as more nearly carry 
out its spirit?

Canada and United States 


Resolved, That every effort be made to foster by all 
means the continued splendid relations between the 
United States and Canada and to that end that Krwanis 
Crus of this continent be requested in Canada to set 
apart a day to be termed “United States Day’ and the 
United States a day to be termed “Canadian Day,” on 
which occasion appropriate exercises will be held in 
their respective clubs. 

This resolution was passed at the Krwants Cleveland 
Convention. The date for “Canadian Day’ here and 
“United States Day” in Canada, which will occur in the 
same week, will be determined shortly ..... sometime 
early in 1922 Kiwanis Cuiuss in the two countries will 
do their bit to foster the friendship and cordial relations 
which have always existed between the two great countries 
north and south of the invisible line. 

To a world torn by war and dissension, Canada and the 
United States offer an objeet lesson of potent power. To 
countries which maintain armed forces to insure the main- 
tainance of their boundaries, Canada and the United 
States offer an example of what may be done by a higher 
means than gunpowder, a greater power than cannon and 
bayonet. More than three thousand miles of boundary 
stretch between us, and never a fort, never a soldier, 
never a gun defends Canada from the United States or 
the United States from Canada. There is never a ques- 
tion between the two countries of ‘‘mine’” and “‘thine,”’ 
which is not settled over a table, not across a trench. 

We have had our boundary disputes, but we didn’t go 
to war about them. We have different ideas of many 
things, but we don’t send armies to cut each other to 
pieces to prove each his standpoint right. We either 
arbitrate or agree to disagree. 

Mostly we agree, as for instance, in the construction 
of the great water way from Duluth to the sea. Always 
we live in peace; have always lived in peace with each 
other and always will. 

Why can two great countries, with the longest boundary 
line in the world, live side by side, with no forts, soldiers, 
cannon, armies, to maintain each its integrity against 
aggression from the other? 

There is only one answer: Because we understand one 
another. Canada knows it is a friend which lies to the 
south. The United States knows that Canada is the 
best of friends. Friends do not meet each other with 
pistol in hand, but with forbearance and understanding 
in the heart. Speaking the same language, thinking the 
same thought, living according to the same ideals, Canada 
and the United States respect each other’s rights and 
dignity, and settle honest differences of opinion honestly 
and openly—and armlessly. 

Anything which hurts this friendship, hurts both. 
Anything which furthers it, aids it, spreads it, makes it 
stronger, is at once a duty, a pleasure and an honor. 

Wherefore, all Krwanis Ciuss, and all individual 
KIWANIANS are urged, so far as in their power lies, to 
help, aid and assist in the establishment and practice of 
“Canadian Day” in the United States and ‘‘United States 
Day” in Canada, that Krwanis may add its might and 
its mite to the strong stream of friendship which flows 
between the two countries. 

It is for Kiwanis, greatest of organizations of business 
and professional men, to show not only Kiwantans but 
the world-at-large, that the stream of friendship which 
flows between the two countries is- clear and strong and 
deep and wide, and that both countries honor two flags.

The meeting, which was called by 
Governor Poling, was opened by Presi- 
dent Eastman, of the Toledo Club, who 
turned it over to the Governor. A banquet 
at which several hundred sat down 
preceded the speaking. 

Governor Poling was the first speaker 
on the program and after expressing the 
appreciation of the District for the work 
done by Past Governor Miller, presented 
the retiring District head with a hand- 
some watch, Masonic charm and chain.

He said that he would always ‘be 
ready to give his best to whatever work 
he would be called to do in Krwants and

pledged his support to his successor. 

District officers present were Governor 
Poling, Secretary Land, Lieutenant Gov- 
ernors Link, Heddleston, Jackson, Jones 
and McElhenny and Past Lieutenant 
Governors Hardgrove, Clayton and Wyeth. 

One of the most brilliant charter 
parties ever staged in the Ohio District 
took place the night of October 6, when 
Greenville received its charter from Gover- 
nor Poling. It was the Governor’s first 
presentation as District head. 

Delegations were present from Lima, 
Springfield, Dayton, Marion, Ind., Wapa- 
koneta, Sidney, Winchester, Ind., Union 
City, Ind., Richmond., Ind. and Portland, 
Ind.

Three bands were in 
the parade that followed the game to the 
banquet hall, which was in a big garage, 
the largest place that could be secured 
in the city. 

Clubs are continuing to spring up in 
every part of the District, under the fine 
work of Hal Denton and Charley Thayer, 
aided by the hard work of the club flying 
squadrons. 

Organization of the East Palestine 
Club marks the fifth Kiwanis Civus in 
Columbiana County, which is believed 
to be a record. Other clubs in that county 
are East Liverpool, Lisbon, Salem and 
Wellsville. All are new clubs, but they 
have the real pep and enthusiasm and 
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word from Lieutenant Governor Heddles- 
ton at East Liverpool is to the effect that 
a@ sixth club is to be formed soon. 





The greatest District Convention in 
the history of the Krwanis District of 
the Pacific Northwest was held at Victoria, 
B. C. October 14 and 15. 

INTERNATIONAL KIWANIS was repre- 
sented by International Trustee Edmund 
F. Arras and International Secretary 


Fred. C. W. Parker. Five hundred and 
twenty-five official registrations were made 
at the Convention Headquarters. During 
the two-day session at least seven hundred 
KIwanlians and ladies were in attendance. 

The district showed a wonderful growth 
since January 1, 1920. The official reports 
to the convention showed an increase of 
eight clubs to the district and an increase 
in members of over fifty per cent. 

One of the features of the convention 
was the entertainment provided by the 
Victoria Krwanis Cuivus for the visiting 
KiwaniANn ladies. On the afternoon of 
their arrival all the Kiwanian ladies 
were entertained at an afternoon tea at 
the Empress Hotel. Not only was there 
arranged for the entertainment of the 
ladies a splendid convention dance and 
a splendid ball and banquet, but innumer- 
able auto rides, matinee and many other 
entertainment features were planned so 
that the Krwanian ladies would feel that 
they were not only welcome but desired 
at the convention. 

The business sessions were not only 
well attended but produced splendid 
results. The advice and counsel of Inter- 
national Trustee Arras and Secretary 
Parker were not only of immeasurable 
value, but two splendid addresses delivered 
by each during the course of the conven- 
tion were of splendid inspirational value 
to the District. 

Probably the two outstanding pieces 
of constructive work of the convention 
centered around the International aspect 
of the District and the serious undertaking 
to establish a District activity. The 
convention went on record as promoting 
friendly relationship between the United 
States and Canada, not only adopting 
resolutions which will result in the prepara- 
tion of a history of the significance of the 
Peace Arch, which stands on the Inter- 
national Boundary Line at Blaine, Wash- 
ington, but also providing for a better 
understanding of national conditions by 
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having speakers from the Canadian Clubs 
appear before the American Clubs and 
vice versa, during the year. 

In a serious attempt to establish at 
least one District activity, a resolution 
was unanimously adopted to the effect 
that all clubs of the District would work 
for the preservation of the scenic beauty 
spots of the Pacific Northwest, to the end 
that future generations will look upon 
the preservation of the wonderful scenic 
advantages of this great Pacific North- 
west as @ monument to the serious effort 
of the Kiwanis Cuiuss of this District. 

The Victoria Kiwants Cius proved a 
wonderful host throughout the entire 
convention and her hospitality will never 
be forgotten by those who attended the 
convention. 

Only one cloud dampened the spirits 
of those in attendance. Upon the arrival 
at the eonvention of Governor Charles 
F. Riddell, he was handed a telegram to 
the effect that Mrs. Riddell had been 
seriously injured in an auto accident 
while hurrying for the boat which was 
to earry her to the convention. With 
splendid Krwantan loyalty, Governor 
Riddell remained in attendance at the 
convention until time for the first return 
boat to Seattle and in spite of his grief, 
delivered a masterful and inspiring ad- 
dress and report to the Convention. On 
the second day of the convention, how- 
ever, those in attendance were consider- 
ably cheered by a wire from Governor 
Riddell to the effect that Mrs. Riddell, 
while seriously injured, would recover. 

The convention elected Louis D. Barr, 
of Tacoma, District Governor, S. W. 
Lawrence, of Portland, Oregon, First 
Vice-Governor, Carl Culter, of New 
Westminister, B. C., Second Vice-Governor 
and Kenneth Ferguson of Victoria, B. C., 
Treasurer, and voted to hold the conven- 
tion for the year 1922 at Olympia, Wash- 
ington. 

One of the outstanding features of the 
convention was the enthusiasm and Kr- 
WANIAN spirit of the newer clubs of the 
District. One of the feature addresses 
of the convention was made by Stephen 
I. Miller of the Seattle Kiwanis Civus, 
Dean of the College of Business Adminis- 
tration of the University of Washington, 
who spoke at a model luncheon put on 
by the Seattle Kiwanis Crus. The 
subject of Dean Miller’s address was 
‘‘Anglo-Saxon Traditions.’’ His master- 
ful address made a lasting impression 
upon all those present. 

The District Convention will prove a 
wonderful inspirational opportunity for 
the clubs of the District. The prediction

The first annual convention of the 
California District Kiwanis CLuss was 
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called to order in the auditorium of the 
Chamber of Commerce, Pasadena, Cali- 
fornia, by District Governor Leslie B. 
Henry, Friday, October 7, 1921. 

Conferences were held by the club 
presidents and secretaries on matters 
of vital interest. After the reports of 
District Secretary, W. B. Early of Los 
Angeles and Lieutenant-Governor Russell 
of Oakland had been heard, the District 
Governor made a most interesting report 
on Krwanis work in California, part of 
which reads as follows: 

“Unquestionably the most valuable 
feature of our development program has 
been the organization of the clubs at 
Fresno, Santa Ana and Riverside, since 
each of these is by nature the center of 
a circle of communities in which K1rwanis 
will find splendid ground for building 
under the best auspices imaginable. The 
Santa Ana Club has already proved its 
worth in this matter, clubs at the neighbor- 
ing towns of Anaheim and Fullerton having 
been brought into being. Riverside, 
with its location at one end of the territory 
leading into the great Imperial Valley, 
and in association with San Diego, the 
westerly portal to the inland empire, 
will create between them a new sphere 
of Krwants influence in the no distant 
future 

“To the Southern California KiwANIans 
who are looking hopefully to the breaking 
down of the tremendous distance separat- 
ing us from our brothers about the great 
bay district in the north, the organization 
of the Fresno Club and the subsequent 
establishment of Kiwanis in Hanford 
has been a splendid accomplishment. 
Out of the San Joaquin Valley and its 
thriving agricultural communities must 
and will come a Krwantanism of the 
finest quality, since the enterprise of 
these communities, like that of our 
Southern California agricultural centers, 
is most exemplary of that spirit of the 
West, which has been the spirit of the 
pioneers and builders of our great country. 

“The big metropolitan organizations 
of San Francisco and Oakland, fully 
alive to the necessity that for the best 
development of Kiwanis, the back country 
communities tributary to their cities be 
brought into our ranks, have sponsored 
the newly organized club at Sacramento, 
and can be expected to serve in a like 
capacity in other cities.” 

Gov. Leslie B. Henry, of Pasadena, 
was re-elected District Governor. The 
Lieutenant-Governor elected for the Nor- 
thern District was J. Sterry Lamson, 
of San Francisco; for the Central Dis- 
trict, Frederick W. Docker of Fresno; 
and for the Southern District, Gilman 
Gist of San Diego. 

Fred G. Schuster of Pasadena was 
elected District Secretary-Treasurer. 

The convention next year will be held 
in San Francisco. 
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A very fine new club was added to the 
International body on October when the 
Krwanis Cuius of Yazoo City, Mississippi, 
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was presented with its charter by the 
Rev. Dr. C. W. Crissler, of Jackson, 
Mississippi, who is the Governor of this 
Krwanis District. Kiwantan Chief Just- 
ice Sydney Smith, of Jackson, made the 
address of the evening which was a very 
inspiring talk on Kiwanis. The Hon. H. 
Vaughan Watkins, President of the K1- 
wanis Crus of Jackson, gave the new 
Krwantans of Yazoo City, some splendid 
and wholesome advice which was much 
appreciated. The banquet given on this 
occasion was most enjoyable and one to 
be remembered for a long time. 

The annual district convention for the 
clubs in the Louisiana-Mississippi District 
was held in Alexandria, La., on October 31 
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The District Convention was held at 
Pittsburgh September 26 and 27. The 
Pittsburgh Club was an excellent host. 
All Krwantans and their wives were 
given a royal welcome and a rousing 
good time. Too great credit cannot be 
given to the Pittsburgh Kiwanis Cuvus, 
to E. M. West, General Chairman and to 
James Bunting, Chairman of the Enter- 
tainment Committee for the success of 
the convention. Twenty five clubs were 
represented. The convention registration 
was 594. 

Monday morning was given over to 
addresses of welcome by E. M. West, 
President of the Pittsburgh Club and the 
Mayor. of Pittsburgh and to conferences 
of district committees, Trustees, local 
Presidents and Local Secretaries.

For 
many weeks in advance, the members of 
the host club, with the various Chairmen 
of Convention Committees, under the 
splendid leadership of Ernest Sayer, were 
busy arranging entertainment and other 
details, in order that everything could be 
pulled off with mechanical precision, and 
the appreciation and enthusiasm of all 
visitors is ample evidence of the perfectness 
of arrangements. 

L. A. Taschereau, Prime Minister of the 
Province of Quebec, gave an official weleome 
on behalf of the City of Montreal in a few 
words of French and then in English by 
Mayor Mederic Martin. District Gov- 
ernor Ed. J. L’Esperance then spoke on 
‘The District of Ontario-Quebee”’ and took 
the occasion to present his annual report 
which fairly breathed a spirit of progress 
and lofty ideals which has been so close 
to his heart, during his term of office, and 
which has been so largely responsible for 
the rapid advance of the Ontario-Quebec 
District in Ktwants INTERNATIONAL. 

Owing to delay in arrival of train bring- 
ing our International President and Inter- 
national Secretary, the various Convention 
Committees were then appointed, after 
which there was a fine address on ‘‘Co- 
operation in the District’? by Past Gov- 
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ernor Alex. Fitzsimmons, of Ottawa, 
who exhorted the various clubs to 
work for “team play,” which would 
conceatrate the effectiveness of the 
individual club effort into the wider 
sphere of the District. Reports were 
then submitted by the District 
Secretary-Treasurer, Fred. Cornell, 
showing that the District had grown 
during the past year from six clubs 
to fourteen, while the membership 
had inereased almost one hundred 
per cent. The financial statement, 
duly audited by the District Auditor, 
Kiwanian J. Gordon Birnie, C. A., 
indicated a healthy state of finance, 
with a balance carried forward to 
the newly elected Treasurer of 
upwards of one hundred dollars. 

Lieut. Governor Bert Colebrook, 
of Toronto, submitted a short report 
upon the year’s activities, as seen 
from the angle of a Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor, after which we had “A 
few minutes with the Field Secre- 
tary,”’ by Harry Lorimer, who utilized 
every moment in explaining with clarity 
and foree, the wonderful plan upon which 
Krwanis extension work is carried on. 
The “key note” of the convention was 
struck in an address on “‘Kiwanis a Vital 
Foree,”’ by International President Harry 
Karr, who very quickly won his way into 
the hearts of the delegates, by his frank 
and manly exposition of Kiwanis as a 
foree in helping International friendship 
and amity, and the development of the 
better side of humanity. He also referred 
to the splendid results anticipated from 
the celebration of a day in the United 
States, “Canadian Day” and of an 

‘American Day”’ in the Canadian Clubs. 
He also emphasized the importance of 
Kiwanis being interested in the employ- 
ment problem during the coming winter, 
and extolled the slogan adopted in the 
Krwanis Magazine, “Say it with Jobs.” 

At 12:45, the delegates dispersed for 
luncheon in the Rose Room, accompanied 
by the ladies, with J. Walter C. Taylor, of 
the Montreal Club in the chair, and the 
inimitable Kiwanian Jimmy Rice as com- 
munity singing leader, and story teller. 
\t 2:30, the afternoon session was opened 
by a very appropriate prayer by Ktwan1an 
Father J. Nicholson, M. C. (Capt.), of 
Kingston, Ont., followed by reports of the 
various District Chairmen; Arthur Ford, 
of London, on Publicity, Roy Kennedy, of 
Ottawa, on By-Laws; and Dick Stan- 
ley, of Toronto, on Business Methods. 
Then followed a masterful address by 
International Trustee George Ross, of 
Toronto, on ‘‘The Duty of a Krwantran.” 

“The Years Work"’ consisted of a report 
from the President of each club in the 
District, covering the activities and ac- 
complishments during the past year, for 
which a magnificent silver loving cup had 
been put up for annual competition by 
Governor Ed. L’Esperance. The cup was 
awarded to the Kiwanis Cius of Ottawa, 
for the present year.

They are Great Falls, Billings and Mis- 
soula. During this month Bozeman re- 
ceived her charter. The presentation of 
this charter occurred Wednesday evening, 
October 21. Helena and Lewistown are 
both ready now to receive their charters 
and have been for several weeks. A date 
has been fixed for Helena on November 
19, 1921, and Lewistown will have its 
charter presented some time the first of 
December. The reason these charter pre- 
sentations are not put closer together is 
because of the great distances in this state 
and it is difficult for the various clubs to 
have their members attend these charter 
presentations on very close dates. Every 
club in the state has been very active 
during the month of October. 

The standard form of by-laws has now 
been adopted by the district and the full 
list of the district officers and trustees has 
been completed. The first meeting of this 
board occurred in Bozeman on the night 
of October 26 when Bozeman had its 
charter presented. The next meeting will 
be on November 19, the date Helena has 
its charter presented. 

Great Fails has been and is putting over 
a very intensified program on ‘‘Keep the 
Kiddies in School,’’ and their endeavors are 
meeting with the greatest success. The 
community appreciates fully what Kr- 
WANIS is endeavoring to do in this regard 
in Great Falls. They also have under way 
a movement for organizing and financing a 
municipal band. They are also recom- 
mending that at an early date the Mon- 
tana District adopt a uniform program 
in part so that every club in the state may 
be working to a definite concerted end. 

The club in Billings has been increasing 
in membership. It now numbers ninety. 
The club promoted the first day of the 
Midland Empire Fair and made the day a 
big success. It also secured 3,000 copies 
of Babson’s speech delivered at the Inter- 
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national Convention and distributed them 
in a very thorough way to the people in 
the community that would benefit from the 
reading of the speech. On the pamphlet 
a@ suitable note was printed urging the 
recipient to read and re-read the whole 
speech. The club also got behind a 
Y. M. C. A. membership drive and assisted 
in putting it over in great shape. The 
club listened to a very able address by 
W. A. Selvidge, head of the Montana 
Development Association, dealing with the 
problems of the farmer above the ditch 
and pledged the support of the club to 
assist in the organization of summer 
fallow clubs among the farmers of Yellow- 
stone County. This matter is of vital 
importance to the property of the whole 
state of Montana and of other states 
where the so-called ‘‘dry land farming’’ has 
been and is being carried on. 

Missoula has a membership of 88 mem- 
bers and is still growing. These K1wANIAns 
have been very active in civic and county 
matters. One of the first things they did 
was to put over the proposition of raising 
the budget for a tourists’ camping ground 
for their city. They then went out to get 
money from the Congress to assist in fight- 
ing the tick fever which is somewhat 
prevalent in the Bitter Root Valley and 
were instrumental with the assistance of 
other bodies in securing $21,000 to combat 
this evil. They have had a picnic and 
helped haul children to other picnics by 
donating their automobiles. They have 
had a smoker at the Country Club in honor 
of Congressman McCormick from the 
Western District of Montana. They pulled 
off an oyster cabaret and reception for the 
new officers at the. Fort located near 
Missoula. They got behind the football 
team and boosted the sale of tickets and 
at the present time have a committee that 
is endeavoring to find out if the cost of 
administration of the county government 
cannot be reduced. 

Lewistown is one of the new clubs. It 
has been very active. They are looking 
forward to their charter presentation with 
a great deal of anticipation. They have 
just put on a drive and raised $800.00 for 
the local Girl Scouts. They have just had 
a ball game with the Rotarians, the pro- 
ceeds of which was given to the crippled 
children of their own city. New members 
are being introduced. 

The club at Helena is the last one that 
has been organized in this state. The 
club has not undertaken any achievements 
up to the present time but has under con- 
templation several big propositions. They 
have put a piano, for the use of the soldiers, 
in Ft. William H. Harrison. The members 
are all getting acquainted and the feeling 
of good fellowship is being cultivated and 
the spirit of co-operation is on the increase. 

The Bozeman meeting, after its charter 
presentation, was held in the evening and 
the wives and sweethearts of all Krwanran 
members were in attendance.

Harry G. Kimball, a party of about 
seventy-five K1wANIANS were admitted to 
the rotunda of the United States Capitol 
on November 10, and after prayer by 
Sky Pilot Shearer, deposited a wreath at 
the casket of the unidentified soldier lying 
in state. This wreath bore the inscription 
“Kiwanis INTERNATIONAL.” 

The scene was most solemn and im- 
pressive. There in the center of that 
historical edifice lay the body of an un- 
identified hero, who symbolized those of 
our American manhood who had given 
their lives in the service of their country 
that democracy might not perish from the 
earth. Around the walls were wreaths 
and flowers deposited by the President 
of the United States, the Goverrors of 
states, high officials of the Government, 
of the Army and of the Navy, representa- 
tives of foreign governments, of patriotic 
societies, of the War Mothers who had 
given their sons in the great conflict. 
Many of these were mothers of boys who 
had also died unidentified; mothers, each 
of whom firmly believed in her heart that 
it was her boy whose remains were lying 
there in state. 


Hits by International President 


URROUNDING the casket was the 
guard of honor, living comrades of the 
dead. Past the coffin on one side went the 
individual citizens—men, women and chil- 
dren—hour after hour, from sunrise to 
midnight, until more than one hundred 
thousand had passed and mingled their 
tears in a token of respect. 
Into this solemn scene, the representa- 
tives of 57,000 American K1waNniIAns were 


conducted by one of the officers of the 
guard of honor, to add their tribute to 
valor, constancy and devotion to duty. 

These same KIwANIANs, with many 
others, on Armistice Day stood with un- 
covered heads and sorrowing hearts, as the 
procession passed from the Capitol to 
Arlington for the final interment. 

I would that I had the ability to describe 
the profound impressions received by us 
from these ceremonies. I know that you 
would have felt the same deep sentiments 
of patriotism and gratitude that welled 
up in our hearts as we performed this duty 
on your behalf as well as on our own.

as I can and will gladly show any one 


interested. But it cannot be done in the 
limited space of this article. - It is a subject 
in itself. 


ASTLY, let me emphasize! Business 

has become too intricate and grown 
too complicated. If you please, it is 
becoming too scientific for any individual 
to be able to succeed to any extent, unless 
he manages to regularly draw upon the 
experience of the most successful of his 
contemporaries and predecessors and gain 
the benefit of all the work that is going on 
and has gone on in other institutions 
similar to his own. 

The business man who would succeed 
must have a broader conception of his 
business aud his responsibility to society, 
than to look upon it solely as “this own 
affair.” He must realize that society 


rewards the individual only in proportion 
to the rewards the individual gives to 
society. He must realize that the buying 
or making of certain goods and the selling 
of them is only the perfectly obvious part 
of business; that the business man who 
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sees no more than that is a mere purveyor 
who realizes, imagines and creates nothing; 
that he simply transfers goods from where 
they are to where they need to be. On 
the other hand, the really outstanding, 
successful man is he who visualizes more in 
his business than the obvious things; who 
realizes fully that there is something be- 
yond the mere day’s detail of exchanging 
merchandise for money. 

The outstanding mercantile successes of 
the future will be those institutions which 
more and more keep constantly in mind 
the fact that they are marketing, besides 
the merchandise itself, an intangible thing 
which you may eall “service,” if you 
require a definition. Those aforemen- 
tioned successes will be the institutions 
which realize and appreciate that if the 
spirit of their service is right, if the things 
that are done and said throughout the 
institution are done in the right way, at 
the right place and at the right time 
by the right people and in the right 
spirit, the material rewards are inevitable. 
In direct ratio as the management is per- 
vaded with these ideals—this spirit of 
service—then in the same ratio does it 
become possible—yes, even easy—to ex- 
tend this appreciation down to the lowliest 
and humblest of the firm’s employes. 
Then, and then only, will it be able to 
really ‘‘sell the firm to its employes.” 
When the employes are sold—when each 
human unit of the organization begins to 
glimpse (in ever so humble a way) this 
spirit and feel it as the owner feels it— 
then will its employes constantly and con- 
sistently, though perhaps unconsciously, 
sell the institution to the public, day in 
and day out. As this condition transpires, 
large and steadily increasing profitable 
sales of merchandise are inevitable—just 
as any given effect is sure to result from a 
given cause. A business so conducted 
has, to my mind, a soul, the same as a 
human being. It is human. There is a 
feeling and fine imagination back of every- 
thing it does. Without such a soul, such 
a spirit, there can be no enduring success; 
for a business can only thrive on friends— 
friends who constantly increase in number 
and grow more and more loyal as the days 
go by. Such an institution is thoroughly 
pervaded by the spirit which enables it to 
endear itself to thousands, while another 
institution which possesses it to a lesser 
degree is winning only hundreds. 

I am of the implicit faith that, as the 
managers of more business institutions 
come more and more to individualize and 
personalize and spiritualize their institu- 
tions, we shall have constantly increasing 
numbers of outstanding mercantile suc- 
cesses. Yes, and they will have long 
since passed the stage where it is necessary 
to ask “not how much shall I advertise but 
when?

Dear Sir: 

HE Kiwanis Civups of Spokane by 

a committee, consisting of the five 

undersigned members, is earnestly 
trying to obtain information from every 
impartial source which will assist in an at- 
tempted solution of our most difficult street 
transportation problem in this city. Per- 
haps you could find the space to publish this 
letter in the next issue of the magazine 
and thereby put us in touch with sources 
of information. Our problem is probably 
found in many other cities and I have little 
doubt that other Krwanis CLuss are 
trying to do constructive work of the same 
kind. 

Spokane has two street car companies, 
for the most part covering non-competitive 
sections of this city of forty-two square 
miles, being roughly in the shape of a near- 
square. The business section is some- 
what to the west of the center. Imme- 
diately to the south lie hills rising about 
200 feet. To the north lie other hills, with 
a more gradual rise of from fifty to 150 
feet. To the west lies either a hill or a 
valley of perhaps seventy-five to 100 feet. 

The companies have given satisfactory 
service, but on account of high cost of 
operation have recently been granted an 
eight-cent fare instead of a six-cent fare. 
The city commissioners thereupon invited 
motor bus competition, the buses for thé 
most part running only on selected, profit- 
able routes and usually mostly on paved 
streets, and in competition with the street 
ears. One of the companies has torn up 
two short sections of track and has removed 
some poles and wires and both companies 
state freely that the unrestricted com- 
petition, if continued, will soon drive them 
completely from the field. 

In this situation our committee was 
appointed for the purpose of study, with 
the hope that some solution or at least 
trustworthy information indicating a solu- 
tion might be discovered. 

Our big problem is to discover just what 
it will cost if exclusive bus transportation 
should be adopted. We shall be most 
grateful to any and every club, or indi- 
vidual, or company that will furnish us 
with reliable, complete, detailed costs of 
bus operation. Let it be assumed that 
the car companies return in the form of 
taxes, bridge-lighting, street maintenance, 
pavement and percentage of gross intake, 
about one cent per passenger. Obviously, 
if buses can operate, adequately covering 
all parts of the city, giving as good service 
as the street cars give, for a five-cent fare, 
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and the net cost to the city for carrying 
all of the burdens of paving streets, repair- 
ing, inspection and all other burdens that 
must be borne, does not exceed two cents, 
then the actual cost of service of the buses 
would be about seven cents, or about the 
same as the cost of the street car service. 

Please, therefore, give us at the earliest 
moment :cliable and, if possible, sworn 
statements of the nature of the routes 
covered, the density of traffic, the kind of 
road traversed, the amount of hills, the 
kind and capacity of bus used, together 
with the actual cost of operation, consider- 
ing every item entering therein, including 
depreciation, interest, taxes, license, vari- 
ous forms of imsurance, drivers’ wages, 
current daily operating cost, garage, wash- 
ing, painting, cleaning, repairing, over- 
hauling, inspection, dispatching and the.

Its climate is very mild the year 
round and while the snow-falls during the 
winter are frequent, these are rarely ex- 
cessive in amount and usually melt away 
between times. The problem of snows is, 
however, at times, a difficult one.

Inter-City Relations. 


This included attendance at the Cleve- 
land Convention at which 13 members 
registered, in addition to District Governor 
and District Secretary, who are also 
products of the Montreal Club. 

The Ottawa Convention was attended 
by 50 members and resulted in several 
happy exchange visits thereafter, slightly 
in favour of Ottawa—probably due to 
the excellence of our bowling greens and 
to Quebec Governmental Legislature. 

Charter presentations to Kingstor and 
Quebec City and official visits to London, 
Brantford, St. Thomas and West Toronto, 
all form part of our record under this 
heading. 

Public Affairs. 

No chronological order is observed in 
this connection—a mere reference only 
is made to some of our best efforts. Out- 
standing in importance was the club’s 
collection and contribution of over $20,000. 
(raised in five dollar bills from members 
and among outside friends) for the erection 
of a hospital for The Boys’ Farm and 
Training School at Shawbridge. The 
club took a very active part in the City’s 
New Charter Referendum, canvassing 
two importart City Wards and securing 
a solid vote of 62 per cent at the polls 
in balance of City only 40 per cent 
voted. 

As regards the Public Community 
Singing on Fletcher’s Field, this was 
started in June and conducted every 
Wednesday evening without a _ break 
until September 28. It is the biggest 
and most far reaching effort directed to 
the public uplift that Canadian Kiwanis 
has so far undertaken. 

Permit us to. offer Montreal’s con- 
gratulations to the Rotary Club of Ottawa 
and the Kiwanis Cuius of Toronto who 
have wisely followed our footsteps in 
this good work. 

During the year a $2,000 motor bus 
was donated to The Cripple Children’s 
Home, a milk station equipped and 
donated to the City’s Child Welfare 
Committee, a library to the Y. W. C. A. 
camp, a concert phonograph to the Old 
Folks Home, a monster Christmas Tree 
to 200 poor children, a concert and an 
Aviation Display to disabled soldiers at 
St. Annes, and numerous motor rides to 
other unfortunates,—in each case with 
an honest desire to further the ideals of 
KIwanlIs. 

Social Activities. 


The social activities of the club have 
done much to cement the marked good- 
will noted among its members. The 
presence of the ladies on every occasion 
has added grace and beauty to our relation- 
ships. Foremost, naturally is our Annual 
Dinner and our New Year’s Party. It has 
been said that these functions occasion 
a righteous envy in the district—well 
they may—for they certainly rank among 
our City’s foremost festivities and far 
outshine anything attempted in the desert 
places.

Kiwanis Club Directs Okla- 
homa City Safety 
First Week 


§ ip 1921 Oklahoma City Safety First 
campaign opened in Oklahoma City, 
May 9, to the screams of the fire siren and 
with one of the biggest parades ever con- 
ducted in Oklahoma City. The parade 
led by a band included the Mayor and 
city commissioners, floats depicting wrecked 
automobiles, Red Cross service, club 
floats, ete. During the week the fire siren 
blew for each accident reported to the 
police. 

The Kiwanis*Cius compiled accident 
statistics at every corner in Oklahoma 
City for the entire year of 1920 and pub- 
lished among the advertising what they 
called “accident box score” showing the 
number of accidents at each corner in the 
entire city. They erected one hundred 
Safety First Semaphore signs at the most 
dangerous corners in Oklahoma City and 
on each of these signs is a small sign telling 
the number of accidents at that corner in 
the year of 1920. 

At one particular corner is a sign saying 
“Death Corner.’”’ At eight of the princi- 
pal highways leading into Oklahoma City, 
large signs were erected showing one of the 
warning signs and cautioning strangers 
and all others to watch for those signs 
while in Oklahoma City, because those 
signs would indicate to them very danger- 
ous crossings. 

Some ten thousand Safety First buttons 
were distributed through the streets and 
to the school children.. Safety First talks 
were made to every school in the city 
during the week, giving the children items 
of Safety First practices. Fifteen thousand 
wind shield stickers ‘‘Drive Carefully, you 
may meet some fool.’’ ‘Howdy, half of 
the road is yours,”’ “Think” and similar 
slogans were pasted on automobile wind- 
shields. 

Large Safety First banners were placed 
in all of the show windows in the city. 
Small semaphore warning signs were placed 
‘on the tables of every restaurant in the 
city, these signs being similar to the large 
signs erected at dangerous corners except 
they were made of pasteboard. 

Cash prizes of $25, $15 and $10 were 
given for the best show-window. Small signs 
warning pedestrians to cross streets at 
crossings were erected in the business 
district. Large bulletin boards were also 
placed at the principal corners on which 
pictures of automobile wrecks were shown. 
A large advertising campaign was carried 
on through the newspapers during the 
week. 

The total number of accidents for the 
week was 56. The largest number happen- 
ing on Friday, the 13th, which contributed 
14 of the total. The average number of 
accidents during 1920 was more than twice 
this amount. No serious accident was 
reported during Safety First week and only 
eleven persons were even slightly injured. 
None of them were compelled to go to the 
hospital—{From The Oklahoma Health 
Champion.

If this 
is not true, then Kiwanis is doomed to 
failure.

There is no other opportunity 
like the club bulletin—but hens won't lay 
in a nest, Jim, unless somebody puts in a 
nest-egg.

There 
about the same chance of a membership 
spoiling a good Secretary, Jim, as there is 
of a Secretary spoiling a good membership. 
You are entitled, Jim, to a good club 
bulletin. At the same time you ought to 
take a personal interest in your bulletin. 
You’ve got to water the lawn if you want 
grass to grow, Jim. 

A wise membership, Jim, will mix up 
the plays on the Secretary. It’s hard to 
hit most Secretaries, Jim—they’ve dodged 
bricks too long. Pin a bouquet on once 
in a while, Jim, and the Secretary won’t 
know what’s coming next—any fool fish 
will come up to a hole in the ice. 

The Secretary owes you a good bulletin, 
Jim—when you get it, remember that 
even the grocer thanks you when you pay 
your bill.
